CLEAN-UP OF FOES 
SPED BY FRANCO 


688 Shot Since Fall of 
Madrid; 380Tried Daily; 
1,200,000 Are Accused. 


MADRID, May 26.—(#)—It was 
officially announced tonight that 
the Nationalists’ specially consti- 
tuted councils of war and -perma- 
nent military tribunals had sent 
688 persons before firing squads 
since the fall of Madrid March 28. 

The councils, formed by officers 
of the Madrid army of occupation, 
condemned 1,000 persons to death, 
but the sentences of 312 of them 
were commuted to prison terms by 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco. 

380 Tried Daily. 

Officials of the military tribun- 
als said in disclosing the figures 
that daily trials contributing to 
“the total normalization of the life 
of the nation,” were “indispensable 
for initiation of the second era of 
empire.” 

Tribunals in Madrid have been 
trying 380 persons daily, accused 
of assassinations, robberies, burn- 


‘ing and sacking of churches, trea- 


son, imprisonment of Nationalist 
sympathizers and other activities 
during the time when the Repub- 
licans. dominated the city. 
Criminals Hunted. — 

The number of.condemned in- 
cludes those sentenced by coun- 
cils of. war operating in Toledo, 
Ciudad Real and Albacete in ad- 
dition to Madrid. A round-up of 
suspected criminals in all newly- 
incorporated zones is continuing 
under direction of military au- 
thorities. 

The latest number awaiting trial 
in Madrid was not announced, but 
it was officially disclosed less than 
a month ago that there were 46,- 
000 scheduled to face the tribunals 
and 1,200,000 informations filed 
against suspects in all Spain.

WALLAGE’S PLAN 
10 BOOST COTTON 
LASHED BY GEORGE 


Secretary Seeking To Es- 
cape ‘Just Criticism’ for 
‘Collapse’ of His Pro- 
gram, Senator Declares. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—(/)— 
Secretary Wallace’s newest cotton 
proposals were described by Sen- 
ator George, Democrat, « Georgia, 
today as an attempt to “escape 
just criticism” for “collapse” of 
the cotton program. 


The Georgia senator, leader of 
opposition to the administration 
plan to subsidize cotton exports, 
referred to Wallace’s speech at 
Little Rock, Ark., today, announc- 
ing that the United States would 
call a world cotton conference and 
insisting-that cotton exports should 
be subsidized. 

Doubtful of Plan. 

Wallace said the United States 
would seek by means of the con- 
ference to stabilize world cotton 
prices and obtain her “fair share” 
of the world cotton trade. 

As to the export subsidy pro- 
posal, Wallace said it was “still 
very much alive today.” 

George told reporters the cot- 
ton conference proposal “is not 
new,” but that “whether export- 
ing nations can be induced or 
forced by means of a subsidy or 
otherwise to consent to a division 
of world markets among cotton- 
growing nations remains to be 
seen.” 


“IT hope that it is not an illusive 
dream,” he added. 

Hits Subsidy Plan. 

But the subsidy proposal he de- 
nounced as “abandonment of 
Democratic party principles.” 

Pointing to the sharp decline in 
cotton exports mentioned by Wal- 
lace, George said this ‘“demon- 
strates the collapse of the cotton 
program.” 

“The remaining step to disas- 
ter,” he continued, “is involved 
in the payment of exports to the 
foreign consumers to induce them 
to take our cotton.” 

Senator Hatch, Democrat, New 
Mexico, another member of. the 
cotton bloc, said he was skeptical 
about the possible success of a 
world conference to divide the in- 
ternational cotton trade. 

Sees Tariff War. 

He declared he opposed the sub- 
sidy plan, even though the admin- 
istration might have authority to 
subsidize exports and could use 
funds available in the farm ap- 
propriation bill. 

George predicted the subsidy 
“policy advocated by the secre- 
tary will invite a tariff war on all 
commodities and products.” 

“Every nation will seek to pro- 
tect itself in some way against the 
United States,” he said. 

In the early days of the admin- 
istration cotton program, George 
said, ““We were assured again and

INT TAX PLAN TO RAISE $4,000,000 — 
SSION 


PROPOSAL WOULD 
FORCE PAYMENT 
BY AUTO OWNERS 


Executive Will Sound Out 
Legislators Convening 
at Brunswick During 
the Next Week End.

Changes in Georgia’s tax 
structure to increase revenué 
$4,000,000 annually were 
urged yesterday by Revenue 
Commissioner T. Grady Head 
as Governor Rivers revealed 
that he is desirous of an early 
extra session of the general as- 
sembly but indicated that the 
call would not be made before 
the first week in July at the 
earliest. 


Commissioner Head’s recom- 
mendations, which included adop- 
tion of several bills rejected by 
the legislature at its regular ses- 
sion, were laid before the house 
economy committee yesterday as 
that group prepared to complete 
its work and submit a volumious 
report next Wednesday night. 

The recommendations for pos- 
sible increases in income were:- 

1. Increase of $500,000 in state: 
ad valorem collections on automo- 
biles by applying the revenue de- 
partment’s evaluation chart and 
requiring. proof of ad valorem tax 
payment before the motor vehicle 
could be licensed. 

2. Increase of $1,600,000 from 
net income: tax by legislating out 
the exemption allowed for amount 
paid the federal government for 
net income tax. 

3, Adding $600,000 to the net. 
income yield by assessing incomes 
which have been returned but 
cannot be collected on until audit- 
ed. These cover a period of sev- 
eral years and the commissioner 
said employment of from four to 
six auditors would make it pos- 
sible to bring these collections to 
date. 

Discontinue Extension. 

4. Swelling the motor vehicle 
tag tax income by $500,000 a year 
by discontinuing extending the 
deadline for purchase. The add- 
ed income would be derived from 
penalties for buying license plates 
late—20 per cent of the purchase 
1 price. 

5. An estimated incréase of 
$250,000 by collecting delinquent 
gasoline taxes. 

6. Adding $400,000 to state in- 
come by cleaning up delinquent 
taxes by providing 10 per cent fee 
for the revenue department, in- 
stead of the 1 per cent now al- 
lowed,

Seek To Clear Decks of 
Sub To Pave Way for 
Task of Lifting Craft 
and Claiming 26 Dead. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., May 26. 
(P)}—In order that not a minute 
might be lost, navy men worked 
beneath the glare of floodlights 
tonight to pave the Way for the 
exacting task of raising the sunk- 
en submarine Squalus and claim- 
ing its 26 dead. 

Rear Admiral C. W. Cole and 
his technicians had the approval 
of the navy’s high command to 
bring the helpless hulk to the 
surface with huge steel pontoons 
and compressed air. 

Hours before that approval was 
given, rubber-suited divers had 
slipped over the rail of the rescue 
ship Falcon to begin the prelimi- 
nary task of clearing the Squa- 
lus’ decks, 40 fathoms under icy 
ocean water. 

Work to Clear Decks. 

As darkness fell, floodlights cut 
across the dark of the gently roll- 
ing water 15 miles off this port, 
and underwater marine lamps lit 
the depths. 

The diving men worked anx- 
iously to clear the Squalus’ decks 
of any impediments so that sal- 
vage workers lines: might be 
guarded from fouling. 

Speed was emphasized to give 
the men every advantage of the 
flat calm sea and light breeze 
that has offered ideal diving con- 
ditions ever since the stricken sub- 
marine dropped 240 feet to the 
muddy ocean floor Tuesday morn- 


Await Return of Pair. 

Lieutenant Commander J. G. 
Longstaff said actual salvage work 
awaited the return of two of the 
navy’s finest submarine men— 
Commanders A. R. McCann and 
A. I, McKee—who flew to Wash- 
ington today to confer with Bu- 
reau of Operations technicians. 

Details of the plan also await- 
ed their return, he said, adding 
the men would work through the 
aon to complete the preparatory 
work.

HUIET GIVEN ACCESS 
TO LABOR RECORDS 


Arnall Rules Commissioner 
May Inspect Minutes on 
Jobless Compensation. 


Authority to inspect records in 
his own department rests with 
State Labor Commissioner Ben T. 
Huiet, Attorney General Ellis Ar- 
nall ruled yesterday. 

Huiet apparently had been de- 
nied access to minutes of meetings 
of the board of review and per- 
sonnel committee dealing with un- 
employment compensation in his 
department. He asked the law de- 
partment about his right to inspect 
these records. 

Arnall told him he could not be- 
lieve that the legislature, after 
empowering the labor commission- 
er to administer the unemploy- 
ment compensation law “intend- 
ed then, for some _ inconsistent 
reason or with inscrutable design, 
to deny to the commissioner that 
free access to books and records of 
his department which performance 
of his duty necessarily requires.” 

The 1937 act which placed un- 
employment compensation admin- 
istration in the labor department 
empowered . the commissioner, 
himself, to set up the board of re- 
view, an appeals tribunal on jobs 
and the personnel committee. 


TVA DEBT LIQUIDATED 
BY MISSISSIPPI GROUP 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., May 26.— 
(P)—The Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority announced today the Al- 
corn County, Mississippi, Electric 
Power Association had liquidated 
its debt to the Authority, becoming 
the first co-operative distributing 
TVA power to pay for its system. 

The association took over the 
electric properties at Corinth, 
Miss., and 12° miles of rural lines 
in Alcorn county on June 1, 19.4, 
for $114,632.-Subsequent improve- 
ments to the system increased the 
indebtedness to $236,317.

A second Battle of Atlanta will 
begin furiously about June 15, but 
this time the invaders will be the 
conquering armies of modern 
housing and the helpless defend- 
ers will be Atlanta’s slums. 

A legion of workmen, armed 
with destructive tools, will maréh 
into the arena chosen for Atlanta’s 
first new housing project—Clark 
Howell Homes, fronting on Luckie 
street’and adjacent to Techwood. 

Swiftly the tottering, unsightly 
structures will crumble before the 
mighty onslaught of the attackers. 
In a few weeks there will be only 
a mass of debris. Then the neat, 
well-planned housing units will 
begin to cut a new figure on the 


horizon, and soon the section will 
be transformed. 
Learn From Techwood. 

It is quite a coincidence that the 
first of these housing projects un- 
der the newly organized Atlanta 
Housing Authority should be next 
to Techwood, which * constitutes 
Atlanta’s first-born in the field of 
modern housing. 

Those civic-minded Atlanta men 
who have labored continuously in 
the interest of slum clearance and 
better housing have learned a lot 
from Techwood. They are proud 
of this project, but, nevertheless, 
they have seen some mistakes they 
are going to correct in the current 
housing program. 

In the first place, the design will 
be different. Techwood was con- 
structed on the apartment house 
style. Clark Howell Homes and 
the other projects will follow the 
single dwelling unit plan. Each 
building, for example, will not be 
more than two stories high and 
will contain several individual 
family units. Each projet will 
have approximately 600 such 
units. 

Rent Surveys Made. 

Because of the initial cost of 
Techwood and the expense of 
maintenance, it provided only for 
those with an income averaging 
around $100. It did not rehabilitate 
the lower income groups. 

Tenants who had lived in the 
drab, weather-beaten houses of 
that section found rent was ton 
high in this castle, as it seemed to 
them, that had sprung up where 
they once had lived. They had to 
seek shelter elsewhere, and so 
they moved to other slum sections. 


Such will not be the case in the 
new housing program. Surveys 
have been conducted to find out 
just what the tenants are paying 
in those sections where the homes 
ure to be built. The housing will 
be adapted to the present dwellers. 


These neat structures will be 
for the laborer who toils and 
who bends over humming ma- 
chinery all day long, 
whose hands and face may be 
spotted with dirt and grease, but, 
nevertheless, the man who loves 
his home and family.

Fred Snite, in Iron Lung, Attends 
Benediction of Virgin of Lourdes 


Paralysis Victim Among Hundreds of Invalids Follows 
Ceremony Through Special Mirror From His Roped 
Off Spot Under Chestnut Trees. 


LOURDES, France, May 26.— 
()—Fred B. Snite Jr., in his “iron 
lung,” among hundreds of other 
invalid pilgrims, tonight heard the 
special sunset benediction of the 
Virgin of Lourdes in the great 
court of the rosary. 

A place was roped off among 
the flowering chestnut trees lining 
the court. for the trailer of the 
29-year-old American victim of 
infantile paralysis. 

On either side of him stretched 
the beds of other pilgrims. Just 
below his trailer was a crippled 
four-year-old boy in a baby car- 
riage. 

As the procession of the sacra- 
ment wound from the grotto be- 
hind the basilica into the ‘court- 
yard, Snite followed the ceremony 


through the mirror which hangs 
over his head. 

His father adjusted the reflector 
to afford him a better view of the 
service. - 

The host, borne by a priest in a 
golden robe, was lifted before 
Snite and other invalids, who were 
blessed individually. 

It was the second service of the 
day in which Snite began a week- 
long offering of prayer to the vir- 
gin after a 5,000-mile pilgrimage. 

Just at dawn he attended open 
air mass at the Lourdes grotto 
with its statue of the virgin set 
in rocks. 

During the service his mother 
and father knelt on the pavement 
which runs from the grotto to the 
Lourdes river.

Though Holt scarcely reached 
the form that he displayed yester- 
day, British golf critics thought 
his nerformance remarkable con- 
sidering that fact that this was 
the first seaside course he ever 
saw. 


OUTDRIVES KYLE. 


Holt consistently outdrove Kyle 
and usually was nearer the pin | 
with his seconds, but the Scottish | 
cloth designer always either chip- | 
ped dead or hit the ball some- 
where on the green and then sank 
it. Kyle was a good consistent 
golfer full of confidence, but hu-| 
man until they turned for home: 
with Holt one up. Then he was 
more than human.

Memory Merely 
Impressions 


Recorded 
By Dr. William Brady. 


Forget it, the doctor tells you if 
he believes you are unduly con- 
cerned about your symptoms or 
some minor trouble. That is a way 
of saying that the thing has made 
too deep an impression on your 
consciousness. All memory § is 
merely the record of impressions 
made upon the mind, conscious or 
subconscious, that is, while your 
attention is upon the thing or 


without your being aware that the 
impression is being maade, when 
your attention is on something 
else. 

Memory impressions may be 
made through any or all of the five 
senses, and the more varied the 
avenues through which impres- 
sions are made—vision, hearing, 
touch, taste, smell—the better you 
will remember the thing, as a rule. 
Every sense defect therefore af- 
fects the memory, whether you 
are aware of your defect or not. 
Thus moderate impairment of hear- 
ing in young school children, from 
chronic inflammation and thick- 
ening of the tube tonsil (mass of 
lymphoid tissue similar to tonsil 
and adenoid tissue, around the ori- 
fice of the Eustachian tube in the 
back of the pharynx up out of di- 
rect view behind the soft palate) 
often handicaps the child’s ability 
to remember lessons and other 
things, as well as being responsi- 
ble for considerable deafness in 
later years—in some well managed 
schools children are annually ex- 
amined for this condition, and 
given a few X-ray or radium 
treatments to correct any tube ton- 
sil enlargement and prevent deaf- 
ness. 

Memory training systems, so- 
called, have been sold to the puB- 
lic in this country some years ago 
and more recently in England, all 
based on the elementary concept 
of association. Association of ideas 
or impressions made by the thing, 
of course, helps one to remember 
it, but only when the association 
is spontaneous or natural. It is 
rather a hindrance to good mem- 
ory to attempt to build up arti- 
ficial or intentional association for 
which there is no reason in your 
mind. Instead of cluttering your 
mind with cut and dried asso- 
ciated ideas or words, you'll re- 
member better if you just give the 
thing full attention, getting as 
many different impressions 
through the different senses as 
may be, and immediately forget- 
ting that you are going to try hard 
to remember it. You'll find that in 
general you remember best things 
you do not try too hard to re- 
member. Attention is the impor- 
tant factor of gaod memory. The 
student who gives the subject full 
attention during a comparatively 
short class or study period usually 
has better class standing than the 
student who takes the lesson cas- 
ually or as a matter of routine and 
relies upon weary hours of “home 
work” afterward to learn it. In- 
deed, one ‘reason why “home 
work” is featured in many schools 
is the incompetence of the teach- 
ing staff to hold the attention of 
pupils, as good teachers do, by
